NO: 7." 

5. Claims 152-153, 155-156 and 157 should be canceled or replace the word "mammal" with "mouse" because the 
specification discloses only delaying the onset of multiple sclerosis in mouse where EAE is induced. Since it is 
induced, the onset of multiple sclerosis is known to happen. . However, it is not so clear cut in specie such as 
human. There is insufficient guidance as how to predict which person within the population would afflict with multiple 
sclerosis (MS), let alone which one within the genus of mammal will afflict with MS. .
